REGIONAL BENEFITS 


One of the most important ac- 
complishments of the convention 
business meetings was the realization 
on the part of the delegates of the 
expenses involved in operating the 
Service Bureau, especially in operat- 
ing it to its fullest efficiency. 

New equipment was a necessity as well 
as additional help either on a full 
time or part time basis. Working 

from 9:00 A.M. to 10 and 11 and some- 
times midnight Mondays through Satur- 
days and taking home work over Sunday 
has not been enough to enable one 
person to handle the volume of detail 
occasioned by the increased membership. 

Operating overhead has become 
greater during the years with the 
increase in printing bills, stationery, 
etc., especially the increased postage 
rates that went into effect the first 
of the year, Parcel post rates alone 
are over 23% higher thus increasing

considerably the overhead in sending 
out scripts to members, one of the main 
functions of the Service Bureau. 


Reports from the secretary and ex- 
hortations from Father Schroeder, pre- 
siding officer at the business meeting, 
resulted in Mrs. Elvira Bujarski of 
Wichita, West-Central Region, spear- 
heading the plan to put the Conference 
on its own financial feet. In the name 
of Rev. Robert A. Johnston, S.J., chair- 
man of the region, Mrs. Bujarski pledged 
their region to a $500.00 benefit! 
Congratulations on her courage and 
enthusiasm in starting the ball rolling! 


Other Regional Chairmen were quick 
to follow her leadership and in quick 
succession came similar pledges from 
Sister Charitas, chairman of North- 
Central Region; Rev. Anthony Juliano, 
Pacific North-west; Sister Angelita and 
Father Schroeder, Central Region; 
Sister Maria Ancilla in name of Sister 
Alicette, New England Region. 


Miss Cyr McMillan of Catholic Theatre 
Guild of San Francisco pledged their 
assistance to new Pacific Southwest 
Regional Chairman, when named by new 
Board, in helping to promote a benefit 
and to promote the Conference in general 
by increased memberships. 


Edgar L. Kloten, chairman of Mid- 
Atlantic Region, pledged his area to a 
benefit. Members from other regions 
whose chairmen were not present promised 
to relay to them information of the 
pledges and encourage them to do likewise. 


We realize these individuals have 
assumed a big responsibility.

And may each one of their 
regional members do their utmost to 
assist them in fulfilling their pledges.

The national convention of the 
Children's Theatre Committee of 
American Educational Theatre Assn., 
held in New York City August 29 through 
September 2, afforded our newly ap- 
pointed Pacific Southwest Regional 
chairman, Mrs. Burdette Fitzgerald, an 
opportunity to visit the Conference 
office. Mrs. Fitzgerald is National 
Chairman of the Children's Theatre 
Committee and was the presiding officer 
for the convention.
